you  call  your  editor  to  inquire  why  your 
book  is  five  weeks  late  in  arriving  from 
the  bindery,  he  will  give  you  an  ingenious 
answer. . . .  After  you  have  prepared  your 
first  index,  you  will  resolve  never  to  do 
another  one.  .  .  .  The  man  you  h<ipe  will 
be  asked  to  review  your  book  in  the  Nev: 
York  Thui’s  will  be  out  of  the  country  on 
a  Fulbright  at  publication  time,  and  the 
review  will  be  written  by  the  fellow 
whose  fender  you  scraped  at  the  last 
AHA  meeting.  ...  If  you  are  editing  a 
collection  of  letters,  and  have  searched 
the  attics  and  archives  of  the  world,  a 
very  significant  letter  will  show  up  the 
day  after  publication  in  the  high  school 
library  at  Spanish  Fork,  Utah.  .  .  .  Galley 
proofs  usually  come  during  exam  week 
but  have  also  been  known  to  appear  dur¬ 
ing  fall  registration.  .  .  .  Book  designers 
mistrust  the  artistic  eye  of  the  author  and 
all  his  kin.  If  you  try  to  help  a  book  de- 
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signer  by  saying,  “My  wife  thinks  my 
book  should  have  a  blue  cover,”  he  will 
fly  into  an  enormous  rage  and  perhaps  die. 

★  ★  ★ 

Are  good  scholarly  manuscripts  going 
unpublished  these  days?  The  question  is 
often  discussed,  and  scholars  do  not  al¬ 
ways  agree  with  publishers.  One  more 
point  of  view  will  do  no  harm. 

There  are  not  enough  superior  manu¬ 
scripts  to  go  around;  but  there  are  more 
adequate  manuscripts  than  university 
presses  can  handle. 

The  superior  manu.script  is  one  which 
makes  a  fresh  and  telling  inroad  upon  the 
unknown.  It  carries  an  obvious  authority, 
discernible  on  the  first  page.  It  compels 
the  imagination  and  makes  the  reader 
aware  that  he  is  a  fortunate  witness  to  the 
birth  of  new  knowledge.  The  prose  style 
is  always  clear  and  forceful;  sometimes  it 
is  felicitous. 

The  adequate  manuscript  is  passable, 
publishable,  but  unexciting.  It  tempts  its 
reviewers  into  cliches;  “A  workmanlike 
job,  thoroughly  researched,  fills  a  need.” 
It  does  not  seem  badly  written— especially 
if  one  has  become  conditioned  to  jargon 
and  the  heavy  tread  of  the  pedestrian 
phrase.  The  judgments  are  adequate,  the 
facts  are  correct,  and  the  apparatus  is  in 
order. 

Quickly  and  gratefully,  the  university 
publisher  accepts  the  superitir  manuscript. 
He  has  the  money  for  it,  or  he  will  search 
until  he  finds  it.  .And  then,  for  all  those 
other  manuscripts— adequate,  worthwhile, 
but  not  superior,  crowding  in  upon  him 
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in  greater  numbers  each  year— he  must  go 
out  looking  for  more  foundation  grants, 
more  author  subsidies,  and  a  bigger  share 
of  the  university’s  annual  budget. 

He  wants  to  publish  these  manuscripts, 
too.  For  he  knows  that  if  he  were  lucky 
enough  to  build  a  press  upon  superior 
manuscripts  alone,  a  vast  amount  of  sub¬ 
stantial  research  would  be  lost.  The  com¬ 
munity  of  scholars  needs  both  kinds. 

★  ★  ★ 

When  a  writer  receives  a  bill  for  “au¬ 
thor’s  alterations,”  he  may  not  understand 
why  this  kind  of  revision  costs  so  much 
and  why  he  should  be  asked  to  pay  for  it. 
The  problem  is  one  of  time.  In  the  time  it 
takes  a  Linotype  operator  to  comb 
through  your  galley  proofs,  decipher  your 
changes,  and  set  the  new  lines,  he  could 
be  setting  a  much  greater  amount  of 
straight  composition.  He  must  reset  every 
line  in  which  a  change  appears— even  if 
you  have  only  deleted  a  comma— and  if 
you  have  deleted  or  added  a  word  or  two, 
he  may  need  to  reset  the  entire  paragraph. 
These  new  slugs  of  type  are  passed  on  to 
another  printer,  who  must  remove  the 
old  slugs  from  the  galleys,  insert  the  new 
ones,  then  send  new  proofs  to  the  pr<K)f- 
readers  for  careful  checking.  Printers 
charge  by  the  hour  for  this  operation,  and 
rates  may  run  as  high  as  $12.00  an  hour. 
The  publisher  usually  absorbs  a  reason¬ 
able  share  of  this  cost,  charging  the  au¬ 
thor  only  if  his  revisions  are  excessive.  But 
some  publishing  contracts  now  specify 
that  the  author  must  pay  for  all  alterations 
that  are  not  merely  corrections  of  typo¬ 
graphical  errors. 

★  ★  ★ 

Nearly  every  scholar  who  has  become 
proficient  in  his  field  is  eventually  asked 
by  a  publisher  to  evaluate  a  manuscript. 
The  fee  is  small— small  enough  to  be  called 
an  honorarium.  No  one  likes  to  interrupt 
his  own  research  to  read  five  hundred 
pages  of  another  man’s  material,  and  the 
request  always  seems  to  come  at  a  busy 
time.  The  fact  that  a  scholar  can  be  per¬ 
suaded  to  appraise  a  manuscript  is  always 


cheering,  even  astonishing,  to  the  univer¬ 
sity  publisher. 

It  is  difficult  to  l)c  objective  in  choosing 
a  Reader  (let’s  call  him  a  Reader  to  dis¬ 
tinguish  him  from  the  plain  consumer- 
reader).  The  ideal  Reader  is  well  versed 
in  the  field,  has  a  good  understanding  of 
the  writing  proces.s,  and  is  not  the  broth¬ 
er-in-law  of  the  author.  In  seeking  a  Read¬ 
er  who  is  relatively  unknown  to  the  au¬ 
thor,  the  publisher  intends  no  affront  to 
the  integrity  of  either  man.  He  knows, 
however,  that  the  Reader  can  appraise  a 
manuscript  much  more  comfortably  if  he 
has  not  just  had  lunch  with  the  man  who 
wrote  it.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  subject 
is  rather  special  or  obscure,  there  may  be 
only  thiee  or  four  men  in  the  country 
qualified  to  judge  it— all  colleagues  or 
friends  of  the  author.  The  publisher  real¬ 
izes  that  to  solicit  the  opinion  of  a  less 
qualified  man,  simply  because  the  quali¬ 
fied  ones  are  all  well  acquainted  with  the 
author,  is  to  waste  everyone’s  time.  So  he 
bends  the  rule  now  and  then. 

A  Reader  is  usually  asked  to  answer 
questions  like  these.  Is  the  manuscript  an 
original  contribution  to  scholarship?  Does 
it  fill  a  need?  Who  will  be  using  it,  and  is 
it  directed  toward  such  an  audience? 
How  could  it  be  improved-by  cutting, 
expansion,  or  revision?  The  Reader  is  also 
free  to  make  detailed  comments  on  state¬ 
ments  of  fact  and  interpretation. 

No  publisher  will  reveal  the  identity  of 
his  Reader  unless  given  permission  to  do 
so.  .\nd  the  inventiveness  of  the  author 
who  is  trying,  through  internal  evidence 
and  sheer  divination,  to  discover  who  pre¬ 
pared  the  report  on  his  manuscript,  is  a 
tribute  to  the  cunning  of  man. 

★  ★  ★ 

Local  clubs  frequently  name  a  typical 
mother  or  homemaker,  and  journalists 
have  been  known  to  construct  the  typical 
teenager  and  the  typical  voter.  No  one  has 
successfully  isolated  the  typical  university 
press. 

VV''e  range  from  the  big  semi-trade-book 
houses  to  the  little  five-btioks-a-year  vari¬ 
ety;  from  those  with  new  and  modem

buildings  to  those  who  borrow  or  steal 
facilities  from  other  university  depart¬ 
ments;  from  those  with  complete,  full¬ 
time  staffs  to  those  whose  directors  or 
editors  must  do  the  work  of  many.  We 
hold  in  common  one  conviction— that  the 
task  of  issuing  the  scholarly  book,  the  dif¬ 
ficult  book,  the  regional  book,  the  small- 
edition  book  for  specialists,  has  largely 
been  handed  over  to  us  by  the  publishing 
world.  We  believe  also  that  a  press  is  an 
invigorating,  morale-building  force  on 
any  campus.  It  encourages  new  research 
bv  promising  an  outlet  for  the  writings 
of  productive  scholars.  It  extends  the 
voice  of  the  university  far  beyond  campus 
boundaries,  becoming  a  true  academic 
branch  of  the  institution  with  unique 
properties  for  the  dissemination  of  knowl¬ 
edge.  Its  books  are  a  source  of  pride  to 
faculty  and  alumni. 

Any  university  should  consider  starting 
a  press  if  tw’o  factors  are  present;  (i)  a 
steady  pressure  of  deserving  manuscripts 
produced  by  the  faculty;  (2)  an  adminis¬ 
tration  sufficiently  anxious  to  have  a  press 
that  it  is  willing  to  provide  a  heavy  sub¬ 
sidy  for  the  first  few  years  and  a  moderate 
subsidy  for  ever  and  ever. 


Puhlication 
on  Demand 


EUGENE  POWER 


A  silent  revolution  has  been  taking 
place  in  scholarly  publishing  the  past  few 
years. 
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With  the  invention  of  movable  type 
the  size  of  the  edition  began  to  govern  the 
cost  per  copy  in  an  inverse  ratio,  and  this 
is  true  of  all  modern  edition  publishing, 
whether  the  method  of  production  is  let¬ 
ter  press,  offset,  gravure,  multilith  or 
mimeograph.  The  initial  expenses  of  com¬ 
position,  plates  and  other  preliminaries 
are  heavy  and  must  be  insured  before  a 
single  copy  is  produced.  Once  the  press  is 
running,  the  cost  of  additional  copies  is 
hardly  more  than  the  cost  of  paper  and 
binding. 

The  printing  and  binding  costs  are  only 
two  of  the  publisher’s  expenses,  and  in 
determining  the  selling  price  of  his  books 
he  must  take  into  account  his  costs  of 
editing,  sales,  dealer  discount,  inventory 
and  general  overhead.  To  take  care  of 
these  expenses  the  selling  price  is  usually 
established  by  multiplying  the  out-of- 
pocket  production  cost  by  a  factor  of 
three  to  five. 

Since  the  price  must  be  competitive, 
however,  the  publisher’s  tendency  is  to 
produce  a  larger  edition  than  good  judg¬ 
ment  would  dictate,  in  order  to  get  that 
price-per-copy  lower.  Unless  the  edition 
is  bought  out  quickly,  this  tendency  leads 
to  a  substantial  inventory  with  its  attend¬ 
ant  costs  of  investment  and  storage.  The 
only  way  to  avoid  these  is  by  spending 
more  for  marketing  and  advertising. 
Thus  a  vicious  circle  is  developed.  The 
publisher’s  risk  is  great,  and  to  a  large  ex¬ 
tent  dependent  on  individual  judgment.  If 
sales  are  forecast  correctly,  the  publisher 
does  well;  if  he  is  overoptimistic,  he  loses 
heavily  and  adds  to  his  overhead  the  store 
of  unsold  copies  which  he  has  unwisely 
printed.  Since  no  publisher  can  forecast 
correctly  all  the  time,  the  net  result  is  a 
high  investment  of  scholarly  publishing 
funds. 

In  1931  John  Marshall,  now  with  the 
Rockefeller  Foundation,  and  the  late 
Robert  Binkley  called  a  conference  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Medieval  Academy  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  problems  of  scholarly  publishing 
and  to  investigate  the  possibilities  of  the 
publishing  concept  of  publication  upon 
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demand.  Although  the  conference  was  ex¬ 
ploratory  rather  than  conclusive,  the  idea 
of  demand  production  made  a  deep  im¬ 
pression  on  those  who  attended.  At  the 
time,  existing  technology  could  offer  no 
method  of  reaching  the  goal,  but  the  goal 
remained.  Different  techniques  of  repro¬ 
duction  were  developed.  The  practical 
size  of  editions  was  lowered  until  finally  it 
became  possible  to  produce  as  few  as  loo 
to  200  copies  in  a  production  run,  and  sell 
these  at  a  competitive  price.  To  be  sure, 
this  was  at  some  sacrifice  of  aesthetic 
quality. 

Largely  as  the  result  of  continuing 
work  by  Binkley,*  35  mm.  microfilm  be¬ 
gan  to  be  used  as  a  medium  for  scholarly 
publishing  in  1934.  What  made  this  new 
technique  so  exciting  and  fascinating  was 
the  possibility  of  publishing  on  demand  at 
low  unit  costs.  Once  an  inexpensive  nega¬ 
tive  copy  has  been  made,  positive  film 
copies  can  be  made  in  any  number  needed 
at  the  same  price  per  copy.  At  that  time 
we  were  even  talking  of  publishing  schol¬ 
arly  materials  for  as  little  as  i  cent  per 
page. 

At  this  point  1  became  actively  engaged 
in  publication  by  microfilm,  and  a  host  of 
applications  suggested  themselves.  Fol¬ 
lowing  the  pattern  of  the  early  Italian 
printers,  the  first  extensive  application  of 
micropublishing  was  in  the  reprinting  of 
the  classics.  The  Italian  printers  first  re¬ 
printed  Greek  and  Roman  books;  Uni¬ 
versity  Microfilms  began  with  early  Eng¬ 
lish  printed  books  listed  in  Pollard  and 
Redgrave’s  Short  Title  Catalog.  Our  first 
“printing”  was  an  edition  of  10  copies,  all 
for  advance  subscription  which  sold  at  J

cent  per  page.  As  additional  copies  w'ere 
needed  they  were  produced  one  at  a  time 
on  demand.  Thus  an  old  dream  was  real¬ 
ized,  and  without  really  realizing  the  full 
implications,  we  witnessed  the  dawn  of  a 
new  era  of  scholarly  publication. 

Another  early  application  started  in 
1938  was  the  publishing  of  original  schol¬ 
arly  materials  on  microfilm— doctoral  dis¬ 
sertations— and  for  this  kind  of  publica¬ 
tion  microfilm  proved  to  be  ideal.  Here 
was  a  valuable  mine  of  scholarly  writings 
which  had  remained  largely  unpublished 
and  unused  because  of  the  high  costs  of 
traditional  publishing  methods.  For  the 
great  majority  of  titles  the  immediate 
need  was  so  small  that  only  through  de¬ 
mand  publishing  could  these  research  ma¬ 
terials  be  made  available. 

To  date  approximately  50,000  titles 
have  been  published  with  7,500  additional 
titles  now  being  added  each  year,  and  be¬ 
cause  copies  are  produced  upon  demand, 
all  are  in  print! 

For  many  uses,  and  many  users,  micro¬ 
film  is  an  entirely  satisfactory  substitute 
for  the  original.  Such  categories  of  mate¬ 
rial  as  newspapers,  periodicals  and  large 
collections  of  books,  where  extensive  pur¬ 
chase  and  low  cost  are  indicated,  are  ideal 
applications  of  this  technique.  And  yet 
microfilm  is  not  always  a  satisfactory  solu¬ 
tion:  notes  cannot  be  made  on  it;  reading 
machines  are  expensive  and  often  not 
easily  available;  the  film  cannot  be  read 
very  easily  in  a  subway  or  in  bed.  A  meth¬ 
od  was  needed  whereby  a  full-sized  book 
could  be  made  one  at  a  time,  as  with  mi¬ 
crofilm,  and  at  a  cost  the  scholar  could 
afford.  After  all,  for  some  uses  at  least, 
there  is  nothing  like  a  book. 

Fortunately  the  appearance  of  the 
Copyflo  Xerox  method  of  continuously 
enlarging  microfilm  has  provided  the 
ideal  answer.  Experiments  with  this  meth¬ 
od  soon  resulted  in  some  very  creditable 
and  acceptable  copies  of  early  English 
and  American  books  made  from  micro¬ 
film  negatives  on  hand,  some  made  as  long 
ago  as  1940.  The  copies  were  of  conven¬ 
ient  size,  thoroughly  readable  and,  fur- 
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thermore,  were  accurate  facsimiles  of  the 
original. 

As  in  making  positive  microfilm,  a  mi¬ 
crofilm  negative  must  be  made  before  a 
Xerox  enlargement  can  be  made.  But  this 
is  the  only  preliminary  expense  necessary, 
and  thereafter  copies  are  produced  only 
as  needed.  This  means  that  with  an  invest¬ 
ment  of  $5.00  to  $10.00  for  a  microfilm 
negative  any  number  of  copies  from  one 
upwards  can  be  produced  upon  demand. 
Any  book  that  can  be  brought  before  a 
microfilm  camera  is  therefore  in  print! 
Funher,  this  title  is  never  out-of-print, 
since  any  request  can  always  be  filled. 

An  application  of  this  technique  is  Uni¬ 
versity  Microfilms  O-P  (out-of-print) 
book  service.  Thus  far,  more  than  4,500 
titles  of  out-of-print  books,  published  by 
no  publishers,  have  been  brought  back 
into  print,  through  this  program  alone. 

With  this  method  of  publishing  a  de¬ 
mand  for  one  copy  is  enough  to  bring  the 
title  into  print.  Experience  has  shown  that 
if  one  scholar  needs  an  O-P  book  there 
are  many  others  who  need  it,  too.  If  the 
book  was  printed  in  English  after  1900,  it 
is  probable  that  there  will  be  multiple 
demand,  and  University  Microfilms  will 
underwrite  the  negative  cost.  If  publica¬ 
tion  was  before  1900,  or  in  a  foreign  lan¬ 
guage,  a  charge  is  made  for  the  negative 
on  the  first  copy  only. 

University  Microfilms,  using  these 
techniques,  publishes  or  brings  back  into 
print  more  than  12,000  titles  each  year. 
Of  these  7,800  are  original  publications; 
the  balance  are  previously  published 
titles.  The  advantage  of  this  kind  of  publi¬ 
cation  is  that  the  initial  investment  is  low 
and  copies  are  produced  only  as  needed. 

Rush  Welter  has  written  that:  “No 
longer  is  it  necessary  for  any  manuscript, 
however  highly  specialized,  or  how  small 
the  market,  to  remain  unpublished  and 
unused.  We  now  have  the  technology  to 
process,  in  whatever  quantities  the  need 
indicates,  and  the  means  of  keeping  all  our 
books  in  print.” 

We  have  now  gone  the  full  circle,  from 
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the  single  manuscript  book,  to  movable 
type,  to  the  web-fed  rotary  press,  to  offset 
and  mimeograph  in  small  editions,  and 
back  to  the  single  copy  produced  on  de¬ 
mand  by  microfilm  and  Xerox.

The  Editor, 

Scholarly  Books  in  America: 

You  have  in  the  past  year  or  so  run  two 
articles  dealing  with  book  reviewing.^  As 
both  a  reviewer  and  an  author,  I  should 
like  to  make  some  comments. 

The  earlier  article  criticized  professors 
for  their  slowness  in  reviewing  books.  It 
is  not  always  ourselves  who  are  to  blame. 
I  have  twice  received  cards  asking  me  to 
review  books,  have  agreed,  and  handed  in 
my  reviews  within  a  week  of  receiving 
the  book.  In  neither  case  did  the  review 
appear  until  six  months  after  the  deadline. 
In  one  of  these  two  cases,  the  reviewing 
itself  was  delayed  by  a-month,  as  the  jour¬ 
nal  forgot  to  dispatch  the  book.  I  might 
cite  the  case  of  another  distinguished  jour¬ 
nal  which  allowed  me  to  review  a  copy  of 
a  book  I  happened  to  own,  and  then 
added  insult  to  injury'  by  making  me  pay 
the  full  price  for  a  copy  of  the  issue  in 
which  the  review  appeared  in  order  to 
have  a  printed  copy  for  my  files.  They 
apologized  by  saying  that  they  did  not 
send  out  tcarsheets! 

Professor  Taylor  raises  a  point  of  in¬ 
terest,  namely,  that  space  be  granted  to 
authors  to  reply  to  reviewers.  I  am  in 
favor  of  the  idea,  but  doubt  its  practical¬ 
ity,  at  least  in  history.  We  historians  are

not  infrequently  called  upon  to  give  an 
idea  of  the  contents  of  the  volume  or  vol¬ 
umes,  set  them  in  the  literature  of  the 
subject,  and  make  a  critical  appraisal,  all 
in  three  hundred  words.  It  was  only  by  a 
heroic  effort  that  the  American  Historical 
Review  brought  its  book  reviews  some¬ 
where  near  the  date  of  publication  a  year 
or  so  ago,  so  I  would  be  most  reluctant  to 


suggest  that  it  adopt  Professor  Taylor’s 
admirable  suggestion  and  sink  back  again 
in  anticipation  of  comments  from  the  au¬ 
thors  under  scrutiny.  Moreover,  could  a 
journal  such  as  that  afford  the  extra  pages 
needed?
